At the Dail Courts Commission yesterday, 
before Commissioners Meredith (Chairman), 
Crowley and Devitt, the validity of a District 
Court decree raised an important question of 
law, the circumstances being of an unusual 
character.

The case 
was heard by the District Court on the 27th 
June, 1922, when an order was made dis- 
missing the plaintiff's claim on the merits. 
Qn the Wth June, 1922, the plaintiff served 
notice of appeal, which was still pending, and 
would come on for hearing before Mr. Com- 
missioner Power at Roscommon on the 20th 
November next. 

Then the plaintiff went to the County Court, 
after the Dail Eireann Courts ceased to 
function, and obtained a decree from the 
County Court Judge for the recovery of pos- 
session of the lands. The civil bill in the case 
never reached the defendant, service havin 
been effected by post. The plaintiff had ad- 
vertised the lands for sale by auction, which 
is to take place next month, and the applica- 
tion now was for an order restraining the 
plaintiff from proceeding with the sale, pend- 
ing the hearing of the plaintifi’s appeal, or 
other such order as the Court might seem 


meet. 

Mr. Costello (instructed by Mr. Joseph 
Dixon), who appeared for the defendant, said 
that. he had registered the dismiss of the 
Parish Court, and submitted that the plain- 
tiff's appeal was still pending. He accord- 
ingly asked the Commissioners to grant an 
interim injunction to restrain the plaintiff 
from ing with the auction.

He had a system, a 
scholarly system, which insis on the 
necessity of consulting the sources in the 
best available text. What a 1 could 
it make to the peasant? r. Elliott 
Binns is convinced that the next reforma- 
tion will proceed after the fashion of 
Erasmus, not after the fashion of Luther. 
In a powerful chapter he makes a 
passionate plea. for what he terms the 
lesson of Erasmus.

DELIUS. 

Frederick Delius is English by virtue of 
his father’s naturalisation. His grand- 
father served under Blücher in the 
Napoleonic wars, wag wounded at the 
battle of Ligny and ended his days as 
Biirgomeister of Bielfeld, in the province of 
Westphalia. The Biirgomeister’s second 
son, Julius, came to England at am early 
age and started a business of his own in 
Bradford. He became 3 naturalised 
Englishman in 1850, and in 1856 married 
Fraulem Krünig of Bielfeld. The family 
is of Dutch origin—the name a Latinised 
form of Delij. Is there any hope, then, of 
placing by “naturalisation’’ the music, 
path-breaking, too, as it is in itself, ol 
Fredirick Delius? In this book the writer 
dwells more on the spirit of Delits’s 
work as a whole than on technical de- 
scriptions. Thig would have been all 
to the good, were performances of 
the music general and frequently 
available. As it is, the imagination, 
philosophy, and—shall we say, platitudes ? 
written here round the works of this

THE FIGHTING INSTINCT. 

“The Fighting Instinet is pré-emi- 
nently a sensible book. It deals with the 
fighting instinct in children and adults, 
the fighting instinct in its relationship to 
the sex instinct, as well ag its evolution 
and relationship to religion.

Legislative Measures Affecting 
Butter and Cheese in Oenada,” The Im- 
portation of Live Plants end Market Garden 
Produce from France jnto England and 
Wales, Law Relating to the Export of 
Cattle into Great Britain,” or “The New 
Zealand Dairy Industry Amendment Act cof 
1922’’—we cite the titles almost at random 
these enactments are pretty sure to have re- 
actions if not on our own lunisiation which, 
with an alert Ministry of Agriculture, is 
quite probable, then on the products . and 
produce of those whom we must meet on 
the British market. Here ignorance means 
failure. 


Agricultural Research. 


Nor even if we decide that the farmer 
may wisely ignore foreign legislation, can his 
advisers bid him pursue a similar line of mas- 
terly inactivity regarding the research of the 
various experiment stations and the bureaus 
of agricultural instruction, whose information 
and conclusions are listed or summarised in 
the review. When we read on the authority 
of the Agricultural Experiment, Station 
Wisconsin University, — sg that the 
cheese sold co-operátively for eight years by the 
Co-Operative Saies Companies in that State 
obtained a success which “‘warrants the founda- 
tion of similar companies for the sale of 


butter, tobacco, live stock, and other agricul | 


tural products,” we do not need to live in 
Wisconsin or to be experimenters in tobacco 
growing to apply the moral our own 
countryside’ and to the common work of the 
farm there. Even the technicalities of a 
Report on Seed Control in England in 1921 
and 1922 are not without immediate value 
to discerning readers, and the French com- 
petition for “ the cultivation of the finest ear 
of wheat, and the Laybinder competition in 
France certainly demand consideration from 
them. True, the sixteen specific recom- 
mendations of the “ International Conference 
for the study of means of controlling the 
olive fly are not of very serous interest to 
Irish farmers, but even a subject so remote 
as the application of the science of genetics 
to the study of the rice-growing fields of 
Indo-China may, so intimately are the laws 
of nature’ interrelated, be found to have a 
bearing some day on the oat fields of Ireland. 
We have said enough, we think, to show that, 
whilst the work of the expert may be of 
dubious immediate value, there is much in 
it which it would be well if the farmer could 
become familiar with, and a good deal which 
he will ignore only to his loss. 


What is the Farmer to do ? 


And yet, as we have admitted, the atten- 
tion of the farmer, absorbed in ti and 
stock raising. is not easily to be e 
upon matters so remote and intricate. Nor 
does the type of teaching he has received at 
school, and the course of life to which his 
farm work has limited him since he started 
for himself, fit him for applying there the 
‘argon of the expert scientist. What then 
be to do? or can he, indeed, do anything 
in a world weighted against him by the 

pert skill applied in other countries?

The stock are kept 
healthy by going to the fields in the day 
time’ during the winter, where they get the 
grass from the catch’ crops of cabbage, rape, 
vetches, and milk so produced, it is claimed, 
abounds in all the vitamines so. necessary, 
to the bodies of growing children. 

The cows are kept in houses designed under 
the advice of, Mr., J. H. Carr, V. S., in which 
light and heat are given as important a place 
as proper cubic air space. At the milking 
time the cleanliness of the workers is ensured, 
and the milk is thoroughly cleansed through 
several filters, including one of antiseptic 
cotton. There is no ‘pasteurisation. of the 
milk, as it is delivered to the customer within 
an hour or two of being drawn from “the 
cow, and. the virtues of fresh milk without 
pasteurisation are obtained‘ by the users. 


Mitk of One Cow. 


A word of caution may not be out of place 
to enlighten the public as to the fallacy of 
wanting the milk of one cow. It is hard to 
know how this theory has survived so long, 
as Professor Mason has lectured in every 
part of Ireland against it.

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Then, again, some types of silage, such as 
maize, will yproach nearer to the value of 
some roots, t h, generally speaking, one- 
half the weight of the former is used in such 
evmparisons. It may be taken then that the 
wide suggestion of root replacement in con- 
rection with silage is concerned chiefly with 
(1) its part in the rotation, (2) its succulence. 


A Safe Food. 


Probably the happiest compromise found 
to be safe and effective on mixed farms is to 
haivé one’s usual acreage of roots and hay, 
substituting for them a sufficient acreage of 
silage to replace them in about the pro- 
nc rtions of weight mentioned above. Over a 
large number of cattle handled on mixed and 
pure bulk rations of this description the 
writer has formed the definite opinion that 
with such numbers having varying digestive 
abilities, palates, and offices to perform, un- 
doubtedly the ideal is a mixed ration, with 
all its comprehensive advantages relating to 
alternatives, seasonal security, rotation, and 
palatibility. 

That which may be claimed for silage in all 
confidence is comparative certainty of crop 
and great width of employment in rations. 


Does It Taint ? 


In this respect not only may good silage be 
fed with no fear of taint to dairy cows—to 
which in many cases from 35-40lbs. per head 
per diem has been fed— but it has been most 
successfully included, to their evident liking, 
and even up to the limits of their inclination, 
in mixtures given to calves both before and 
after weaning, to horses, and to foals. Even 
pigs, either through theft from the cattle cr 
when it is more orthodoxically offered, will 
readily masticate the material. 

With sheep many believe it is destined to 
play a very large part in the future. Here, 
again, not so much as entirely replacing the 
rcots so conveniently fed on the ground, but 
as providing a limit to such buiky and washy 
foods often fed of necessity, but against one’s 
better judgment, before lambing. Just the 
right consistency .appears to be present in 
silage, and this matter calls for more enquiry. 
Other advantages in the vards are the possi- 
dilities it presents fer lessening the chaff 
anr even some of the cake requirements—and 
a reduction of the litter required, only 
realised by those comparing it under equal 
conditions with pure root feeding. 

A Conditioner, 

As opposed to the views of many, the 
writer has always considered silage to pe, 
if anything, even more of a conditioner ‘than 
a milk producer, and cattle fed upon it in 
the manner advocated acquire a bloom sug- 
gesting something of grass conditions. In 
this connection it has been found by feeders 
that stores wintered on some silage take to 
the grass far more readily by comparison 
than those entirely root fed: an observation 
in fact, supported by figures, to the extent 
that silage.does approach more nearly to the 
condition and nature of some pasture. Yet 
ene more point of forte lies in the fact 
that silage. may be kept for practically any 
length of time, within the limits of economy 
—to be used at any time. 

Herein then lies a loophole out of what 
many may consider an even greater menace 
than a winter root shortage—namely a dry 
summer, and short grass commons.

SPECIMEN RATIONS. 


Since the nourishing properties of pasture 
are now declining, stockowners who wish to 
get their animals into condition must set 
about planning a mode of feeding that will 
help to bring about the desired result. What- 
ever extra food is selected it should be 
appetising in nature, with an occasional 
change ol diet, while its market value should 
also be taken into account. In view of these 
considerations, it is only possible to give a 
general idea of the rations that should be 
given. The actual quantities may have to be 
varied one way or the other to suit particular 
cases. 

For winter feeding of dairy cows that calve 
from October till spring and are mainly de- 
pendent on house feeding the following daily 
ration might be used :— 

3 to 4 stones roots. 

14 to 1; stones bay or straw. 

3 to 6lbs. of a mixture of meal and cake. 

The meal and cake mixture might be made 
up of :— 

: 2 parts decorticated cotton cake. 
2 parts crushed oats. 
1 part bran. 
1 part dried grains. 

Soya cake or bean meal could replace part 
of the decorticated cotton cake, and barley 
or maize meal the oats and dried grains. 

Suggested daily ation for fattening 
cattle:— ' 

4 to 6 stones roots. 

1 to 14 stones hay or straw or part of 
Sach. 

4 to lbs. mixture of cake and meal. 

The meal and cake mixture in this instance 

might consist of :— 
1 part linseed cake. 
1 part decorticated cotton cake. 
2 parts oats,- barley, or maize meal. 

The proportion of linseed cake could be in- 
créased during: the finishing period. Com- 
mence with a daily allowance of from 3 to 
Abs., and finish’ with from 7 to lbs., accord- 
ing to the size of the cattle and the object in 
view. 

Calves.—When calves are weaned from new 
milk the following daily ration is recom- 
mended :— , 

6 to 8 quarts separated, skim, or butter- 
milk. :

was real trouble anticipated. The Farmers 
Union, in conjunction with  salesmasters, 
brought in a formidable contingent of young 
countrymen to safeguard buying and selling 
interests. The Government, too, gave ap- 
preciable assistance. Civic Guardsmen were 
much in evidence in all in-and-out connecting 
channels of market. With regard to the 
market itself, there was a somewhat nervy 
disposition all the same, and this tended to 
make business in main tedious and uncertain. 
Values, too, had a decidedly weaker bearing, 
and rarely, even in fancy cases, could pre- 
vious tip-top values be repeated. In scale 
test of cattle values were generally 6d. or ls. 
Worse per cwt. on prime range, but, per- 
haps, 3 to 2s. or ós. down on rougher 
animals, of which a considerable surplus left 
unsold. Only the nicer handy qualities of 
sheep for | be satisfactorily negotiated 
heavier and coarser sorts being a veritable 
drug to cash. Lambs of good fat quality sold 
well, but in carcase, reckoning per Ib., they 
stand victuallers practically par with terms 
for best mutton, bat are a more profitable 
investment, as lamb skins, apart from other 
offal, are making good terms, viz., perhaps 
8s. to 10s. apiece, which means a substantial 
reduction in the meat value of animal. Al- 
though the register of entrants in both 
cattle and sheep section were substantially 
more than last day a considerable number of 
cattle were dealt with at the. Liffey Junc- 
tion and elsewhere, and did not come on this 
market. Considerable drafts of stock, too, 
were sent direct to the North Wall by Liffey 
Junction, even from the market here, be- 
sides large numbers by roads leading thereto. 
The Farmers’ Union and dealers brought in 
two or three steamers for shipping stock, 
and it was understood that market not 
progressed more thah a couple of hours when 
capacity accommodation on steamers was 
practically booked up. It should be noted 
by stock-feeders that it has been decided to 
hold the Winter or Christmas Live Stock 
Show in this market on Wednesday, Decem- 

ber 5th next.

There was a good number of cattle buyers 
about, but most of them displayed apathy 
and a nervous disposition in dealings, and it 
was apparent that if matters were not to be 
hampeted a considerably larger trade would 
have been done, which would have possibly 
reflected more. stability in values. However, 
in the lukewarm routine of business caitle 
were, perhaps, Is. to 2s. per cwt. lower in 
the main. Nice quality leifers were not such 
a drug as before, and came more in level with 
the values of nice quality bullocks. For 
best run of cattle prices were from 41s. to 
43s. per cwt., some ripe plums of the dis- 
play making up to 44s. and occasionally 45s. 
per wt. For the heavier and shipping types 
of cattle terms were from 37s. 6u. to 40s. 
per cwt., and oecasiwnally nearing 1s. 
Useful classes of bullocks and heifers were 
from 35s. to 36s. 6d., but rougher and lean 
descriptions ‘uncertain, as the majority of 
them failed to secure buyers’ patronage. Fat 
cows of nice quality were in fair demand, 
but not quite up to last week’s money mark. 
Best sorts 328. 6d. to 35s., perhaps 56s. for 
extras, whilst old and lean descriptions were 
anywhere from 25s. to 30s. per cwt. 

The sheep market was more irregular and 
uncertain than before. For nice handy 
quality sheep value for, say, £4 to £4 5s. and 
£4 10s. apiece, there was a fair sale, and 
goes quality ewes between £35 10s. and £4. 

ut heavy and rough sheep were next to un- 
saleable, even at more or less accentuated con- 
cessions. Best qualities of mutton may be 
reckoned from 103d. to 114d. per Ib. ; occa- 
sional fancy lots still figure around 18., but 
only in rare instances Coarse and ordinary 
sorts of mutton 9d. to 10d. per Ib. Of 
course, these figures more or less represent the 
business done; in forced sales of some sheep 
quotations might be considered $d. to Id. per 
lb. less, were business practicable. Lambs, 
although slow anda bit irregular, must, 
nevertheless, be considered a fair trade as 
things are going. For nice medium quality 
lambs prices go to 44s. and 56s. each, and 
the more matured and fat descriptions up to 
70s., 75s., and 76s. apiece; but then, as be- 
fore stated, skins and offals make a good 
offset. Small and heavy fat lambs are from 
22s. to 368. and 38s. and 40s. each. The 
few veal calves on market were of little ac- 


count, and of no general interest.

Sir lan Hamilton 


Recalled. 


On October 14 it was decided to recall 
Sir Ian Hamilton and to send out in his 
place General Monro, an officer who had 
already commanded an Army in France and 
was deeply imbued with Western ideas. 

General Monro was an officer of swift de- 
cision. He came, he sew, he capitulated. | 
He reached the Dardanelles on October 28 ; 
and already on the 29th he and his staff were 
discussing nothing but evacuation. On the 
30th he landed on the Peninsula. Without 
going beyond the beaches he familiarized him- 
self in the space of six hours with the con- 
ditions prevailing on the fifteen-mile front 
of Anzac, Suvla, and Helles, and spoke a 
few discouraging words to the principal offi- 
cers at each point. : 

To the Divisional] Commanders summoned 
io meet him at their respective Corps Head- 
quarters, he put seperately and in turn a 
question in. the following sense: — On the 
Wr that you are going to get no more 
lrafts can you maintain your position in 
ipite of the arrival of strong reinforcements 
with heavy guns and limitless an am- 
munition?“ He thus collected a number of 
dubious answers, armed with which he re- 
turned to Imbros. He never again set foot 
on the Peninsula during the tenure of his 
command. 

His Chief-of-the-Staff, also an enthusiast 
for the evacuation, never visited it at all. 
On October 31 General Monro dispatched his 
telegram recommending the total evacuation 
of the Gallipoli Peninsula and the final 
@bandonment of the campaign. According 
to his own statements he contemplated, in 
addition to the ruin of the whole ise, 
a loss of from 30 to 40 per cent. oí the y 
I. e., about forty thousand s and men, 
This he was prepared to accept. Two days 
later he left for Egypt, leaving the com- 
mand of the Dardanelles Army temporarily 
in the hands of General Birdwood. 


Thunderbolt for

His conferences with Admiral de Robeck 
led him, however, in the absence of Com- 
modore Keyes, to discar@ the idea of a re- 
newed naval attempt. Instead he devised a 
plan for a new landing at Ayas in tles Gulf 
of Alexandretta, with the double object of 
barring the of 4 Turkish invasion of 
Egypt and of covering the offects of an im- 
pending withdrawal from Gallipoli. This plan 
did not commend itself either to the Admiralty 
or to the War Committee. With Salonika as 
well as the Dardanelles on their hands, they 
were naturally reluctant to commit themselves 
to another new and entirely separate enter- 
prise, which could at the best only achieve 
subsidiary objects. They, therefore, informed 
Lord Kitchener of their dissent from his views 
and announced that they had decided that the 
final decision about Gallipoli was to be rele- 
— to a Confergnce to be held in Paris a 
ew days later. 


Parting of 
the Ways. 


In accepting an office in the new Govern- 
ment after leaving the Admiralty at the end 
of May, I had been actuated by the feeling 
that it was my duty to sustain the Dardanelles 
enterprise to the best of my ability, and hv 
the hope that with a seat on the War Council 
I should be able to do so. It was on this 
condition alone that I had fourd it possible to 
occupy a sinecure office. That condition had 
now disappeared. ' 

I.was out of harmony with the views which 
were prevailing and to which the Prime 
Minister had at last submitted. I was also 
distressed at the methods of indecision, aris: 
ing from conflicting opinions which at this 
time pervaded and paralysed the conduct of 
the war. The rejection of the plans of Com- 
modore Keyes and Admiral Wemyss filled me 
with despair. I was convinced that the 
evacuation of Gallipoli was intended and 
must follow as a consequence of what had 
taken place. 

Awful as were the risks of this decision, 
it was inevitable unless further efforts on a 
great scale were to be made by sea or land. 
Even evacuation was better than leaving the 
Army to moulder piecemeal without support 
or purpose. If a British Cabinet or Ad- 
miralty were unable to face the responsibility 
of a naval attempt, there was stil time for 
further military efforts. The important new 
armies gathering in the Near East, in Egypt 
and at Salonika, could have been landed at 
Besika Bay te advance along the Asiatic 
shore, or alternatively at some point in the 
Gulf of Yeros to cut the Isthmus of Bulair. 

Both these operations would have required 
a large number of additional small vessels— 
trawlers, lighters, beetles, etc.—but either 
could have been carried out before the 
N oí the Allied Army holding the 

allipoli Peninsula became untenable through 
the arrival of great supplies of German 
artillery and ammunition. In neither case 
had the Turks sufficient reserves available 
to meet the new invasion.

I go so far as to say that patrons and 
managers who intend to retain their schools 
are among the greatest benefactors which our 
community has at the present time.

Un- 
fortunately, there is nobody more convinced 
of the bitter truth of this statement than the 
master-painter himself, but the real reason 
why prices are high, while at the same time 
work is unprofita lies in the uneconomic 
es which employers are obliged to pay. 
ainters’ es, which were 84d. per 
in 1914. are now 1s, 9jd., which is consider- 
ably higher than the rates obtaining across 
the Channel! and in Northern Ireland. While 
the working hours are now 44 per week, as 
against 50 in 1914. it is st that, despite 
the natural objection of the unions to 
overtime, painters may be seen working long 
into the evening, assisting “those who have 
initiative and spare time” to carry out their 
own painting work, and, presumably. with 
complete freedom from such things as health, 
unemployment and employers’ liability in- 
surances. 

Far from “ 22 the master · painters 
are endeavouring to carry on with a lower rate 
of profit than ever. Prices are fixed by 
unrestricted competition alone, and the public 
have received more than full benefit for the 
slight fall in wages which has taken place 
since 1921. Master-painters are fully aware 
that high prices must mean less work, and, 
the! , more precarious emplóyment for 
their men.— Yours, ete., 
Howanp J. Doncax.

Open Ports. 


The sailing of two steamers carrying 
cattle from the Liffey yesterday marks 
the beginning of the end of the trouble at 
the Port of Dublin. For fourteen weeks 
the folly of extremism has paralysed the 
Free State's sea-borne trade; but at 
last counsels of reason seem to have 
prevailed. The Executive Committee of 
the Transport Workers’ Union has 
declared the strike to be at an end, 
and has ordered all its members through- 
out the Free State to return to work at 
the earlicst possible moment. Naturally, 
after a stoppage which has lasted for more 
than three months an immediate resump- 
tion of work at all the ports hardly could 
be expected. The irreconcilable element, 
especially in Dublin, is still fairly strong, 
and the decision of the Strike Committce 
to hold the postponed ballot to-day in 
spite of the Executive's decision is a proof 
of its desire to give as much trouble as 
possible before it is finally dissolved. The 
temper of the men, however, is manifestly 
in favour of peace. They recognise now 
that the terms which have been proposed 
by President Cosgrave are probably more 
favourable than any terms that they could 
hope to gain by a prolongation of the dis- 
pute. These terms are a compromise. They 
involve a reduction in wages of one shilling 
per day, whereas in their original demand 
the employers held out for a reduction of 
two shillings. The attitude of the em- 
ployers towards President Cosgrave's pro- 
posal Ras not been revealed, but appa- 
rently they 
terms, and there is ne doubt that they 
are wise. The President has agreed to 
an impartial inquiry into the whole 
problem of dock labour in the Free State, 
and we may assume that the fina] read- 
justment of wages will be based on its 
findings. In the meanwhile we may re- 
joice that there is a prospect of an early 
revival of trade as a result of the Trans- 
port Workers’ decision. The-farniers have 
lost heavily during the past few months, 
and the cattle trade has been placed in a 
very parlous condition. Belfast and 
Northern Ireland have been forging abead, 
while Dublin and the Free State have been 
in a condition of commercial: stagnation. 
Foreign competitors have had virtually 
a clear field in the British market, and 
nothing but the most intimate co-opera- 
tion between Capital and Labour in the 
Free State will succeed in récapturing the 
ground which has been sacrificed. Unless 
the extremists commit some act of in- 
credible folly, however, there is no reason 
why the resumption of work at the ports 
should not synchronise with the birth of 
4 better spirit between masters and men. 
After all, as both sides must have learned 
since July 16th, their interests are 
identical. We hope that the lessons of 
the past three months will not prove to 
have been lost on either side, and that the 
strike which has just come to an end will 
be the last for many years to. come.

Dairy-Farming.

FIRST DAIL’S BONDS 
— — 
TO BE REDEEMED BY FREE 


STATE. 


It will be remembered that during the 
period of the first Dail bonds were issued for 
a loan both in Ireland and in America. That 
loan amounted, roughly, to £1.000,000, of 
which about £378,000 was subscribed in Ire- 
land. For the second loan only 836 was 
subscribed in Ireland, while about £124,000 
was subscribed in the United States. A con- 


siderable proportion cf the funds that were 


raised in the United States were lodged in 
bank over there in the names of Mr. de 
Valera, the Most Rev. Dr. Fogarty, and Mr. 
Stephen O’ Mara, and are at present the súb- 
ject of legal proceedings. 

Holders of these Loan Bonds will be 
pleased to learn that the Free State Govern- 
ment intend to pass an Act under which pro- 
vision will be made for the repayment of 
these loans with interest. The late General 
Michael Collins, when he was Minister for 
Finance, more than once publicly stated that 
the bonds would be redeemed, and the Go- 
vernment now irtend to fulfil his promise.

THE LEAGUE’S OPPORTUNITY 


MAY COME SOON. 


Speaking at a League of Nations Union 
dinner in London last night, General Smuis 
said that, despite the ideals affirmed at Ver- 
sailles for the future of international order, 
there was no principle of covenant. which 
had not been violated and trampled under- 
foot, and they saw the danger of a 
European break-up far greater than ever ex- 
pected or intended. 

But the battleground was being transferred 
to the forum of public opinion, and the 
League s opportunity, with its aim of a real 
society of nations, might come sooner than 
expected. Even now a wise settlement would 
transform the whole economic situation. 

The League was still a child, with power- 
fu: enemies. Herod tried to kill the still 
greater Child, and Europe was full at present 
of Herods. In ease of danger he would 
prefer a flight t Egypt to preserve the 

recious life of the child for the futare. 

istory was moving at a fearful pace, and 
very soon the League might be the only rally- 
ing point for the distracted world. 

Peace made in the moment of victory was 
not enough. There could be no lasting world 
order on the basis of inequality among the 
nations on the basis of victorious and van- 
quished. The. reparations.and Ruhr situa- 
tions were dissolving inevitably. in a vast 
moral situation. The world was beginning to 
realise that a great moral tragedy was taking 
Place, of which effects would he. devastating. 

The breakdown of the old order had opened 
a way as never before for the emergence of 
new ideas. Bolshevism had been tried and 
found wanting, and by practically universal 
consent was already being discarded. 
Fascism was also a temporary expedient, and 
would soon pass away. The Leagues idea! 
belonged to quite a different order of things, 
and sought to apply to the conduct of nations 
those primary rules of ethical conduct which 
they ¢ndeavoured to carry out in their per- 
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sonal lives.

The latest example of the increasing 
evasion of the Alien Immigration Act is 
provided by the two German subjects she 
this week gave themselves up to the police 
in order to be sent home.

f.ondon police. knowing that they wou'd 
be deported. One of them admitted that 
he had come to London two months ago, 
and returned to Germany as a stowaway, 
This is only one of several ways in which 
the Act is being evaded, and a more rigid 
administration of the measure is to bs 
urged when Parliament meets. 


British Aircraft.

MR. BALDWIN’S APPEAL TO FRANCE. 


Mr. Sianley Baldwin opened his speech at Plymouth last night with the 


following statement oh foreign affairs :— 


“We have been accused of having no policy 
—thai all depends on what people mean by 
the word policy. We have had a definite 

licy as regards reparations, debts, 
guarantees, the security of our Allies, and the 
fulfilment by Germany of her obligations. 
(Cheers.) We know what our policy is there. 
The statesmen on the Continent know it too, 
but higher than the need of a definite policy 
is the need of securing a common action. in 
carrying that policy into effect 

“ When ple speak about our want of 
policy, I think they mean our failure to effect 
that common action necessary to bring to a 
successful end the troubles in which 1 
is to-day enmeshed. We have lost no oppor 
tunity of endeavouring to secure that common 
action. In all statements that have been made 
in the documents that have been published 
are represented, in spite of what our 
opponents say here or eisewhére, the views 
of a Cabinet absolutely and entirely united.“ 
(Cheers. ) 

Mr. Baldwin referred to a Punch cartoon, 
which, he said, suggested that he was drifting 
in an aeroplane. -“No, not drifting.” he 
said, ‘‘ but looking for a safe place on which 
to land. And T can tell you this—that all

Dealing with the question as to why the 
Sovernment did not follow up their Note of 
August.

the auspices of the Reparations Commission. 

We at once addressed the Allies, strongly 
urging u them a prompt and affirmative 
reply. as the pleasure of meeting M. 
Poincaré—(Cheers)—and establishing with him 
telations which make it perhaps not too 
dificult for me to say what I am going to 
say now. He represents to-day the opinion 
of practically the whole of France—(Cheers)— 
is beg of him to consider íor himself, for 
his nation, for us, and for the world—once, 
and twice, and thrice, before he reíuses this 
invitation. 

“As for Germany, the Government 
policy had been clear all along—reparation, 
the just penalty of war. But for her to pay, 
her currency must be stabilised; her finance 
controlled; and adequate guarantees of pay- 
ment secured. The amount of Germany's poy 
ments must be ascertained in the light of 
present and future position. The destruction 
of Germany must put back for years her 
powers of reparation, nor could we contem- 
plate the breaking off of any part of Germany 
into a separate State, for that would at once 
break the Treaty of Versailles. The position 
is grave, but to me it ig inconceivable that 
if the opportunity is presented, as it is, for 
a settlement. there should be anyone who 
could refuse it.

A Lenienr Senrence.—At the Old Bailey, 
Loudon, yesterday, Theresa Mary Agnes 
Doughty Tichborne was sentenced to twelve 
months’ imprisonment in the Second Division 
for sending to Sir George Lewis certain letters 
threatening to murder him, and publishing 
defamatory libels concerning Sir Joseph Tich- 
borne. Defendant expressed regret for her 
conduct, and the judge told her that if she 
failed to take advantage of the leniency now 
shown her she would go to penal servitude.
